plsase Indicate what portions can be passed to tnat organization* Je would 
greatly appreciate an iaaedlate answer* 

■1* ^ source of unknown reliability wno was personally ac quain te d with 

Jooas LAIKAOEKAT stated that source has personal knowledge that fro* about 
April, 1940 to about June, 1941, lAlRAt&Ktf collaborated with the oviet 
Forces that occupied Lithuania during that period and furnished reoords ol the 
Lithu anian Security Police to the Soviet Rational Cosslssariat of Internal 
affairs (nkvl) . 

2* F cures gave the following information, on Subject, in support of his 
allegation i Joaas DAXMAU^KAT- was Assistant to the ristriot Chief of Security 
Folio# la Kaunas, Lithuania, from about 1930 to 1940* In early April, 1940, 
Lithuania was threatened with occupation by Soviet Forces and on or about 
April 15, 1940, the Soviet Government made an announcement from Moscow that it 
was ass using control of Lithuania* As of April, 1940, Auguatinas Povllaitis 
was rirector of Security and Criminal Police in Lithuania, but Porll title was 
either unable to or failed to instruct his various district Chiefs of Security 
Police as to what disposition was to be Bade of acurity records under their 
control* When the Soviet Government announced Its seizure of Lithuania, it 
therefore fall upon the 'ecurlty Police in each 1 i strict to dispose of records 
under their control* 
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3* Confusion resulted, uut lor the moat part the eeurlty Police of tee 
various Districts destroyed their records uo avoid oaring the records seized 
by toe Russians, and then almost the entire Lithuanian eourlty Police Force 
either old vithls Lithuania or fled toe country ratner taan face possible 
isprisosment, death or collaboration with toe Russians* 

4* Unlike the otoer Security Police Officers, nowerer, Jonas LAIHAUSIAS 
failed to destroy Lis security records and remained at his post in Kaunas, 
Llt/auni a* Moreover, DAlNAUTItt/ grasped the opportunity to declare himself 
Director of Lithuanian ecurity and Criminal Police. 

5. In a natter of days, Antonaa SK1ECKUS, an NKVV Agent, took over con- 
trol of the Lithuanian Security and Criminal Police from BAIHAUSKaf, who 
continued to work as s Security Police Officer under SNIECIUF* DAIHaU IA: 
mads all of the District security records available to SRIECKU *>• ource 

knew SIInCBF was an NKVV Agent because at the time Russia seised control of 
Lithuania, the Lithuanian Government had SHIKCKUT. under arrest on charges of 
committing espionage against Lithuania for the Soviet* 

6* In June, 1941, the Germans ousted the Russians from Lithuania* A new 
Lithuanian Government was created from members of the Lithuanian Antl-Conoun- 
1st Underground and a new Lithuanian Security Police Force was established* 
CAIKAUSKA5 fled along with otner collaborators and Russian oi fields. The new 
Lithuanian Government was able to seize records of the NK7D which the fleeing 
Rusal ana failed to destroy and these records disclosed taat IAINAUSKjU; sad 
other Lithuanians had worked for the NKVf • The new Lithuanian Government 
issued orders for the arrest of these individuals* PAXRAUSKAS was subsequently 
arrested, than ls|xrleo&sd in Kaunas, Lithuania* and an Investigation was 
initiated to ascertain toe extent of his activities with the 8KVB* 

7* As of 1943, DAIRAUSU3 was still in Jail and had not been brought to 
trial on the charges* In about 1943, the Security Branch of the Gestapo 
ordere d that the investigative files on LAIKAU3KAS be turned over to them* 

Sour os then taag>orerlly lost contact with DAIKAIFUS* 

8* In the winter of 1944-45, source lent saw DAlEAlFIA^ in Berlin, Germany 
At that time FAZNAlFKAS was wearing the uniform of a 1st lieutenant in the 
German Air Force with non-flying duties* sub se q u e n tly, Source beard that 
CA IRA US IAS was serving with the Goman Air Force in Poznan, Poland, and that 
when the Russian Army moved into Poznan in 1945, IADUOSKAS , Instead of 
attempting to flee with the German Armed Forces, remained is Poznan to greet 
the Red Army* 

9* According to Source, DAlhAUSKAS 1 wife was in the Haas tent tan Displaced 
Parsons Gasp, Augsburg, Germany, in 1945, and left there to Join her spouse 
in Poznan, Poland* 
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9. Source said he hm been advised that an edition (dated the aunar of 
1957) of tpraugaa 1 (a Lithuanian language dally newspaper puhliahed at 
4545 Went 63 rd street, Chicago, Illinois) contained an article reflecting that 
DAIRAU6KAS had left Poland, Is currently in Parle, France, and hopes to enter 
the United States#
